Prisoner 
ODs prompt 
crackdown 


MAXIMUM SECURITY 

Officers search 
forfentanyl, 
health officials 
issue warnings 

Some inmates at a maximum- 
security prison in Alberta 
have overdosed, prompting 
officials to test whether the 
prisoners ingested fentanyl. 

Acting deputy warden Mark 
Otto with the Edmonton In¬ 
stitution says the prisoners 
have been taken to an out¬ 
side hospital. 

He wouldn’t say how many 
men fell ill or their medical 
conditions, but none has died. 

Police and health offi¬ 
cials across the country 
have issued warnings about 
fentanyl, a powerful S3mthetic 
opioid that has killed hun¬ 


dreds of Canadians in the 
last few years. 

Otto says the prison over¬ 
doses prompted a lockdown 
on Wednesday afternoon and 
officers are continuing to 
search for contraband. 

He says the prevalence of 
fentanyl in the community 
means officials are not rul¬ 
ing it out as a cause. 

“We’re certainly not ex¬ 
cluding it, but it isn’t the 
only thing we’re considering 
at this point,” he said.

MOUNTIE DEATH 

Bail 

system 

under 

review 

An Ottawa prosecutor will lead 
a review of Alberta’s bail system 
following the shooting death 
of a Mountie earher this year. 

Nancy Irving is expected to 
make recommendations to the 
Alberta government in Febru- 
aiy. 

A key question is who should 
be conducting initial bail hear¬ 
ings in the province — Crovm 
prosecutors or police officers. 

Const. David Wynn was shot 
at an Edmonton-area casino in 
Januaiy. 

The Idller, Shawn Rehn, later 
killed himself in a nearby home. 

Rehn, a career criminal with 
a history of violent behaviour, 
was out on bail after a hearing 
in which an Edmonton police 
officer consented to his release. 

The RCMP have questioned 
why Rehn was allowed back on 
the streets. 

Edmonton police asked the 
province in 2006 to be removed 
from bail hearing duties. The 
following year, a task force rec¬ 
ommended the change and the 
province agreed to make the 
switch, but it didn’t happen. 

Alberta Justice has said that 
police officers are used for in¬ 
itial bail hearings to speed up 
the court process. 

Irving worked most recently 
as a general counsel for the 
Public Prosecution Service of 
Canada and has also served as 
an adviser to the RCMP.

An Edmonton woman is of¬ 
fering beer brewers free in¬ 
gredients, as long as they’ll 


help her harvest her inherited 
crop of hops. 

Brie Oshanski purchased 
her Sherwood Park home in 
2013, and with it inherited 
an already established plan¬ 
tation of Hummulus lupulus, 
more commonly called hops. 

Hops give beer a bevvy of 
flavours and aromas, and are 
the culprit behind the favour¬ 
able bitter taste of popular 
India pale ales. 

But Oshanski isn’t a home- 
brewer, and for the past two 
summers watched her hops 


go unused. This year she’s 
trying to change that. 

“1 hate seeing them go 
to waste,” she said. 

“So 1 posted it on 
the beer brewers 
(and Edmonton) 
sub-Reddits in 
the hope some 
people from Ed¬ 
monton would 
see it.” 

So far a dozen 
people have signed 
up to visit Oshanski at 
the end of August and grab

a gallon of her hops, enough 
to spice a few batches of beer. 
The vigorous peren¬ 
nial vine was planted 
more than 20 years 
ago by the former 
homeowner, 
Jerry Keenan. 

Keenan said 
he could flavour 
a year of home¬ 
brew beer using 
an ice-cream pail 
full of his hop cones. 
He said there are differ¬ 
ent ways to make use of the 


hops, but his method was es¬ 
sentially steeping them and 
adding the tea to his home 
brew as a final step. 

He said some homebrew 
is prone to an “unpleasant 
yeast taste,” and hops help 
hide that a little bit. 

In other applications, hops 
can neutralize or balance malt 
sweetness, and heavy hop 
rates in IPAs enhance shelf 
life — that benefit is what 
popularized IPAs originally, 
as it preserved beer for long 
voyages across oceans.

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TRAFFIC ACCIDENT 

Motorcyclist dies after hitting parked car 


A motorq^clist died in hospital 
after smashing into a parked 
car in the city’s west end early 
Thursday morning. 

Edmonton Police Service 
responded to the collision at 
165th Street and 78th Avenue 
just before 3 a.m. Police say the 
38-year-old man was traveUing 
westbound on 78th Avenue 
when he hit a white Toyota 
Corolla parked on the north 
curb of the road. 

The man was treated at the 
scene and later died in hospital. 


He was not wearing a helmet, 
and police say excessive speed 
and alcohol are believed to be 
factors in the crash. 

The EPS Major Collision In¬ 
vestigation Unit was on scene 
much of Thursday morning in¬ 
vestigating the incident. 

The white Corolla remained 
parked on the street, but the 
motorcycle was removed from 
the scene by 10:30 a.m. The 
trunk and back window of the 
vehicle were smashed in, and 
a green jacket hung from the 


vehicle. 

Neighbour Stephen Spissak 
said he heard a motorcycle go¬ 
ing up and down the residential 
street early Thursday morning, 
followed by a loud bang. He 
opened his front door and saw 
the motorcycle rider laying at 
the end of his driveway, about 
20 feet in front of the scene of 
the crash. 

He wasn’t sure if the man 
was alive. 

“I just opened the door and 
looked, and he was right there,” 


he said. “He was just lying there. 

“This street is very quiet, not 
much traffic either.” 

Another neighbour, Myles 
Church, said it’s not the first 
time someone has hit a parked 
vehicle nearby. 

“About 15 years ago a car was 
hit in the same spot,” he said. 
“A car came fl5dng around the 
comer way too fast.” 

This is Edmonton’s sixth 
motorcycle fatality of 2015, 
and the 23rd traffic fatahty of 
the year, andrea ross/metro

Snaking from Stony Plain Road 
down 95th Avenue and then 
across to the west, the proposed 
extension of the Valley LRT line 
would bisect the new riding of 
Edmonton West. 

Current estimates on the line 
peg costs at $1.4 billion and city 
councillors would like to start 
construction before the other 
section of the line, running from 
Mill Woods to downtown, is even

up and running. 

But to do that, the city will 
need federal cash. And as a re¬ 
sult, all of the aspiring candi¬ 
dates vying for election in the 
area say if chosen, their party 
will provide it. 

“It’s absolutely essential. We 


absolutely need the federal fund¬ 
ing in place by 2017 to make 
sure that track stays on sched¬ 
ule,” said Heather MacKenzie, 
a former school trustee and the 
NDP candidate for the riding. 

She said the LRT can knit the 
city together and making sure it 
comes to Edmonton West will be 
a top priority. 

The federi government is cur¬ 
rently providing $400 million of 
the $1.8-billion cost of the first 
portion of the Valley line. 

Conservative candidate Kelly 
McCauley said residents want 
the LRT, but they have faith the 
government will come through 
with the funds. 

“It hasn’t come up at the doors 
as much, but 1 think that’s be¬ 
cause most people beheve it’s 
a given.” 

He points to the Conserva¬

Crossing arms added to ‘not working’ list 


As the city fights to open the 
embattled Metro Line in an “in¬ 
terim” capacity in early Septem¬ 
ber, one new issue is appearing 
on its fist of things that aren’t 
working right: trafiic-crossing 
arms that stay down for up to 
15 minutes. 

On Wednesday, Transporta¬ 
tion Manager Dorian Wandzura 
was asked to confirm if during 
line testing this week, crossing 
arms have stayed down for as 
long as a quarter of an hour. 

“We’ve been putting our 


modified service through its 
paces,” he answered, not refut¬ 
ing the figure. “There are issues 
we are working with Thales to 
get some things resolved.” 

Wandzura said the “system 
issue” should be remedied in 
time, but that at 25 km/h — 
rather than the intended 50 
km/h line speed — “this is go¬ 
ing to cause traffic problems.” 

“We know it will be a disrup¬ 
tion of traffic, we’ve done some 
modelhng that would indicate 
that,” he said. 


One particularly problematic 
intersection is likely to be where 
the Metro Line crosses Princess 
Ehzabeth Avenue. 

“Ultimately, even in full 
operation, (it will) add to travel 
times,” Wandzura said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said he 
hopes citizens will “look upon 
the testing as good due diligence 
from the city to tiy to set it up 
to be as convenient as possible 
for motorists under the circum¬ 
stances.” 

He added that when the sys¬ 


tem is operating at full speed 
trains will naturally move 
through crossings faster, and 
the arms will be down for a 
shorter period of time, “so we 
can all look forward to that.” 

“That’s where we need to sup¬ 
port Thales in completing what 
they’ve committed to, albeit 21 
months late now, so that we can 
get into full operating mode 
where the crossing arms can 
be down for the length of time 
they were designed for.”

Auditor calls 
for improved 
reporting

Edmonton’s mayor and council¬ 
lors are saying the city’s audit 
of its troubled Metro Line has 
shaken their confidence in city 
administration. 

The report, to be discussed 
Monday, apportions blame 
to both city staff and signal¬ 
ling contractor Thales — and, 
damningly, highhghts “project 
management inadequacies” 
on city manage¬ 
ment’s behalf. 

Coun. Tony 
Caterina said 
the report was 
eye opening, and 
added there’s a 
heightened un¬ 
ease that will 
now cause council to “ques¬ 
tion absolutely everything.” 

“There are going to be many, 
many questions asked that 
we typically wouldn’t be con¬ 
cerned with.” 

Caterina is already asking, 
“if we were still using the same 
people?” — referring to senior 
transportation department staff 
that took too long to inform 
council of problems. 


Transportation Manager 
Dorian Wandzura said “there 
are three (people) that had key 
involvement in the Metro Line 
project (prior to his arriving in 
2013) that are no longer here.” 

Neither he nor Mayor Don 
Iveson could speak to what led 
to the staffers departing the 
city organization, due to “hu¬ 
man resource” issues. 

Iveson did clarify “the people 
who are in charge of fixing this 
situation and implementing 
the city auditor’s recommenda¬ 
tions are not the same people 
who were in charge when the 
contract was not being man¬ 
aged well.” 

The auditor’s report also 
revealed City Manager Simon 
Farbrother was in the dark 
almost as long as council. 

Caterina said 
that indicates 
“something in 
the manage¬ 
ment system has 
broken down.” 

Iveson said 
Farbrother would 
have “difficult 
questions” to answer Monday 
“about his role in overseeing 
the transportation depart¬ 
ment.” 

Farbrother and Wandzura 
are both on the hook to deliver 
enhanced reporting, as recom¬ 
mended in the auditor’s report. 

“They agree completely to 
that ... but again, actions are 
going to be what we judge 
them on,” Iveson said.

A woman hurries to the Hope 
Mission’s 24/7 Rescue Van parked 
on Whyte Avenue, grateful as 
driver Ed Major passes a brown- 
bagged lunch through the win¬ 
dow 

“How are you doing?” Major 
asks. 

The woman’s name is Col¬ 
leen, and he’s seen her on the 
streets before. 

“I’m OK,” she says, her voice 
trailing off. 

“Just OK?” 

Tears fill her eyes. 

Major unbuckles his seatbelt 
and gets out of the repurposed 
ambulance. 

Colleen tells him her husband 
is kicking her out of the house on 
Friday, and she’s worried where 
she will go. The bagged lunch 
— an orange, a sandwich and 


a granola bar — is the first real 
meal she’s had in a while. 

She bites into the sandwich 
and rubs her eyes. Major asks if 
she would like to pray with him. 

More people quickly come 
to the vehicle asking for socks, 
underwear, jeans, hoodies, and 
one of the 100 bagged lunches 
on hand. Major sits on a bench 
with them as they eat. 

One man, who goes by “B-Boy,” 
raps for his lunch. 


Five minutes later. Major 
drives further west down V\^y- 
te Avenue. But he doesn’t get 
veiy far before there’s another 
knock on the window fi’om some¬ 
one himgiy for a sandwich, and 
maybe some encouragement. 

The opportunity to offer kind¬ 
ness is what Major finds most 
important. 

“To have somebody come and 
relate to them as a human being 
and let them know that they’re 


valuable is hopeful, and can help 
begin to shift the tide in terms 
of decision making.” Major says. 

“Eveiy once in a while there’s 
a conversation that changes 
everything.” 

Major is the Hope Mission’s 
24/7 Rescue Van driver, one of 
many roles he’s had with the or¬ 
ganization over the past 22 years. 
He first started as a chaplain. 

The Mission started as a way 
to relieve city police and other 


emergency services from num¬ 
erous calls for assistance with 
street people. 

The summer months are the 
busiest for the rescue team, 
which works alongside EMS to 
provide medical care and support 
for the street community. Major 
estimates the organization’s Res¬ 
cue Van saves the city the cost 
of two paramedics eveiy year. 

A towering man with a soft 
voice. Major says his role is much 
more than handing out sand¬ 
wiches — the personal connec¬ 
tions he makes have resulted 
in many people getting off the 
streets. 

“If all we did on the street 
level was give Irmches and food, 
that would be a useful service. 
But that means that they’re not 
hurting so bad, which means 
they can continue with their 
destructive behaviour,” he says. 

“There’s a line between en¬ 
abling destructive behaviour and 
empowering people to come out 
of it, and that is a line that eveiy 
agency, one way or another, has

to come to terms with.” 

Major does this same routine 
eveiy day. He drives for nine 
hours at a time, travelling to 118 
Avenue, Jasper Avenue, Whyte 
Avenue and other areas of the dty 
where vulnerable people bene¬ 
fit from the vehicle’s presence. 

Eveiy now and then, his pager 
beeps with a caU from EMS, ask¬ 
ing him to pick someone up and 
bring them to the Hope Mission’s 
main office and shelter at 99 
Street and 106 Avenue. 

like the street people he works 
with, some days are better than 
others. 

“There are days it doesn’t seem 
veiy fruitful, where those special 
conversations aren’t happen¬ 
ing. It goes in waves,” he says. 
“Eveiybody wants hope, but not 
eveiybody is in a place in which 
that’s their priority. If somebody 
is chasing drugs or their next 
hustle, they’re not in a place 
where they’re looking for a more 
meaningful conversation. 

“But eveiybody craves deep 
connection with other people.”

To the federal Conservative 
Party Alberta has long been 
a fortress, a place where they 
wage their battles from, a place 
they can count on. 

But some say this year’s 
election threatens, at the very 
least, to crack some of the 
fortress’ walls. 

In the 2011 election, 27 of 
Alberta’s 28 seats went to Con¬ 
servative candidates, and in 
this election there are six more 


more ethnically diverse. 

“Demographics drive every¬ 
thing and demographics are 
ultimately what is driving all 
the shifts we have seen in Al¬ 
berta,” he said. 

He said the Conservative 
outlook tends to focus on indi¬ 
vidual responsibility and per¬ 
sonal freedom, and doesn’t 
always lend itself to urban 
problems. 

“When we talk about ‘You 
take care of yours and 1 will 
take care of mine,’ that is 
pretty difficult when we are 
stacked on top of each other 
in these big cities.” 

Gil McGowan, the NDP in 
candidate Edmonton Centre, 
said the party’s provincial win 
this spring was a major step 
forward for the federal party.

Ray Novak, the current chief 
of staff to Conservative Leader 
Stephen Harper, twice heard 
Nigel Wright say he would per¬ 
sonally provide Sen. Mike Dufiy 
with the money to repay ques¬ 
tionable housing expenses, a 
Crown witness told an Ottawa 
courtroom today 

Benjamin Perrin, a former 
lawyer in the Prime Minister’s 
OfiBce, said Novak was sitting at 
the head of a boardroom table 
on March 22, 2013, as he and 
Wright prepared for a confer¬ 
ence call with Janice Payne, the 
lawyer who was negotiating with 
the PMO about a plan to have 
Duffy reimburse the Senate for 
inappropriate hving expenses. 

Perrin, a witness for the Crown 
in Duffy’s ongoing criminal trial, 
said as they discussed the possi¬ 
bility that Duffy might go back 
on his pubhc commitment to 
voluntarily repay the expenses, 
Wright, Harper’s chief of staff 


at that time, said they would be 
repaid because he was paying for 
them himself 

“1 was quite surprised by that 
statement from him. He had 
never discussed it with me or 
consulted with me in any way. 
It had never been in any con¬ 
templation that 1 ever heard of 
or speculated on. So, because it 
was so surprising to me, 1 im¬ 


mediately looked to my right 
to see Mr. Novak’s reaction and 
he didn’t have any reaction to 
that information,” Perrin told 
the court Thursday. 

Perrin said Wright repeated 
that information on the confer¬ 
ence call with Payne and that 
Novak, at the time Harper’s prin¬ 
cipal secretary, remained in the 
room throughout the call. 


The assertion from Perrin that 
Novak knew about the $90,172 
Wright provided to Duffy was 
previously shared with the court 
Tuesday, when defence attor¬ 
ney Donald Bayne read from 
an interview Perrin had given 
to the RCMP. 

This was the first time the 
court heard it directly from Per¬ 
rin. 


The Conservative campaign 
has told reporters Novak did 
not know about the cheque, but 
Harper has not specifically ad¬ 
dressed the contradictoiy infor¬ 
mation presented at the trial.

Perrin was testifying about 
an early attempt by the PMO to 
protect Conservative senators by 
more clearly defining residency 
in a way that would put to rest 
any doubts about their eligibil¬ 
ity to sit in the Senate. 

“The prime minister took the 
position that residence equals 
property,” Perrin told the court. 

The Constitution, Perrin point¬ 
ed, mentions two criteria for a 
senator to represent a particular 
province: owning $4,000 worth 
of real property, but also that a 
senator “shall be resident” there.

Justin Trudeau directed his bid 
for the votes of middle-class 
families Thursday at Canadians 
needing to care for a sick loved 
one, promising that a Liberal 
government would ensure they 
have better access to financial 
support. 

As prime minister, Trudeau 
said, he would commit $190 
million to expand the compas¬ 
sionate care benefit — a pledge 
he said would have no impact 
on the amount Canadians pay 
in employment insurance pre¬ 
miums. 


“Too often folks are forced to 
leave their jobs and drain their 
personal savings to provide 
essential care,” said Trudeau, 
speaking on the campaign trail 
in Esquimalt, B.C., on south¬ 
ern Vancouver Island.

Under the broadened Lib¬ 
eral program, Trudeau said 
benefits could be claimed by 
someone caring for an ailing 
family member over and above 
what they’re able to provide in

GLOBAL WARMING 

Climate change 
'accelerating’: 
U.S. weather 
officials 

Earth just keeps getting hotter. 
July was the planet’s warmest 
month on record, smashing old 
marks, U.S. weather officials 
said. 

And it’s almost a dead certain 
lock that this year will beat last 
year as the warmest year on re¬ 
cord, they said. 

July’s average temperature 
was 16.6 C, beating the previous 
global mark set in 1998 and 2010 


by about one-tenth of a degree, 
according to figures released 
Thursday by the National Ocean¬ 
ic and Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion. That’s a large margin for 
weather records, with previous 
monthly heat records broken by 
a 30th of a degree or less. 

“It just reaffirms what we 
already know: that the Earth is 
warming,” said NOAA chmate 
scientist Jake Crouch. “The 
warming is accelerating and 
we’re really seeing it this year.” 

NOAA records go back to 
1880. Separate calculations by 
NASA and the Japanese weather 
agency also found July 2015 to 
be a record. 

The first seven months of 
2015 were the hottest January- 


to-July span on record, accord¬ 
ing to NOAA. 

The seven-month average 
temperature of 14.7 C is 0.72 
degrees warmer than the 20th- 
centuiy average and a twelfth of 
a degree warmer than the old 
record set in 2010. 

Given that the temperatures 
have already been so high al¬ 
ready — especially the oceans, 
which are slow to cool — NOAA 
climate scientist Jessica Blunden 
said she is “99 per cent certain” 
that 2015 will be the hottest on 
record for the globe. 

The oceans would have to cool 
dramatically to prevent it, and 
they are trending warmer, not 
cooler, she said.

A review board has up to four 
months to decide whether 
and when Oscar Pistorius 
will be released from prison 
into house arrest, a spokes¬ 
man for South Africa’s justice 
ministry said on Thursday. 

Two days before he was 
due to leave prison, Pistor- 
ius’s early release was put 
on hold Wednesday by South 
Africa’s justice department, 
which sent his case back to a 
parole review board. The ath¬ 
lete’s release was approved 
eight months into his five- 
year prison sentence, when 
he should have served 10 
months before even being 
considered for release, said 
justice department spokes¬ 
man Mthunzi Mhaga. 

Pistorius, the double-am¬ 


putee Olympic runner, was

News of the postponed 
release came to the Steen¬ 
kamp family as they held 
a beachside commemora¬ 
tion for Reeva Steenkamp 
on Wednesday, what would 
have been her 32nd birth¬ 
day, said Jacqui Mofokeng, 
a member of the women’s 
group who petitioned the 
justice minister to delay Pis¬ 
torius’ release.

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Foods take on new 
rainbow of colours 


Mozzarella cheese at Panera 
restaurants won’t be as glar¬ 
ingly white. Banana peppers 
in Subway sandwiches won’t 
be the same exact shade of yel¬ 
low. Trix cereal will have two 
fewer colours. 

Food makers are purging 
their products of artificial dyes 
as people increasingly eschew 
anything in their food they 
don’t feel is natural. 

But replicating the vivid col¬ 
ours Americans expect with 
ingredients like beets and car¬ 
rots isn’t always easy. In fact. 
General Mills couldn’t find 
good alternatives for the blue 
and green pieces in Trix, so 
the company is getting rid of 


those colours when the cereal 
is reformulated later this year. 
The red pieces — which will 
be coloured with radishes and 
strawberries — will also look 
different. 

Colours made from fruits, 
vegetables and spices, present 
more challenges than artificial 
dyes. In addition to costing 
more, colours from fruits and 
vegetables can be sensitive to 
heat and acidity. And since 
they’re used in higher doses 
to achieve boldness, tweaks to 
other parts of recipes may be 
needed. Such adjustments can 
be tricky for companies that 
manufacture on massive scales.

Greek Prime Minister Alex¬ 
is Tsipras resigned Thursday 
and called early elections, an 
attempt to get a new, strong¬ 
er mandate to implement a 
three-year bailout program that 
sparked a rebellion within his 
radical left party. 

In a televised address to the 
nation, Tsipras said his govern¬ 
ment got the best deal pos¬ 
sible for the countiy when it 
agreed to an 86-billion-euro 
($95-billion-US) bailout from 
other eurozone countries. 

The rescue was all that kept 
Greece from a disastrous exit 
from the euro but came with 
strict terms to cut spending 
and raise taxes — the very 
measures Tsipras had pledged 
to fight when he won elections 


in January. 

His U-turn in accepting the 
demands by the country’s 
creditors led to outrage among 
hardliners in his Syriza party. 


with dozens voting against him 
during the bailout’s ratification 
in parliament last week, which 
was approved thanks to sup¬ 
port from opposition parties. 


Tsipras has insisted that al¬ 
though he disagrees with the 
conditions of the bailout terms, 
he had no choice but to accept 
and implement them to keep 
Greece in the euro, which the 
vast majority of Greeks want. 

With the country’s finances 
now secured, Tsipras said he 
felt obliged to let the Greek 
people evaluate his work. 

Tsipras had delayed a deci¬ 
sion on whether to call new 
elections until after Greece 
received the first installment 
from the bailout and made a 
debt repayment to the Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank, both of 
which it did Thursday. 

“Now that this difficult cycle 
has ended ... 1 feel the deep 
moral and political obligation 
to set before your judgment 
everything 1 have done, both 
right and wrong, the achieve¬ 
ments and the omissions,” he 
said in the address. 

“The popular mandate 1 re¬ 
ceived on Jan. 25 has exhausted 
its limits.”

Valeant paying $iB 
for sex-drug firm 


A Canadian pharmaceutical 
company is entering the sexual 
stimulation business by spend¬ 
ing more than $1 billion US to 
acquire the maker of a libido 
drug dubbed, if somewhat in¬ 
correctly, the female Viagra. 

Valeant Pharmaceuticals said 
it has reached a deal to buy 
North Carolina-based Sprout 
Pharmaceuticals for cash and 
a share of future profits.

A book that makes 
you change the way 
you think, forever 


Ta-Nehisi Coates tweets a lot 
lately about video games. 

He tweets opaquely about 
video games. Example: "Pool 
of Radiance series is the best 
of the 80 s old school joints. 
Those who disagree are base 
enemies of humanity." 

Some of his followers 
openly wonder if his Twitter 
feed has been hacked. It has 
not. 

The expectation is that the 
man who wrote Between the 
World and Me — which will be 
dubbed the most important 
book of the year/decade and 
can be found in the hands of 
Barack Obama and the pop 
singer JoJo — must tweet with 
the same gravitas with which 
he writes books: Burdened 
and proud, poetic and pur¬ 
poseful. And possibly only 
about race. 

But it would be a mistake to 
think that if you read his book 
(everyone is reading his book) 
you will know him. That is 
never true. 

The payoff is different, and 
better. You will understand, 
in as much intimacy as is 
possible, what life is like for a 
black man, if you are not one. 

That is no small thing. 

You will also find in a slim 
white book a heavy and dis¬ 
orienting theory of race, how 
it is inexplicably tied to the 
American (or capitalist) dream, 
and how small we all are in the 
face of that myth. 

Destructive, too, because 
it's one of those books that 
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doesn't let you go back to 
the way you used to think. It 
destroys your previous under¬ 
standing of race and explains 
why, to quote Coates, there 
is no post-racial America and 
there will never be, unless the 
concept of "America" itself is 
destroyed. 

No, it's not light summer 
reading. Yes, you should get 
a copy. 

Probably, the book is most 
important for black Amer¬ 
icans, and maybe black Can¬ 
adians, and other so-called 
non-whites. 

But I am a so-called white 
woman, and it is also an 
important book for me. Coates 
charges that in order to stop 
the oppression of black 
people, white people have to 
stop thinking they're white. 

We have to recognize that 
"whiteness" and racial hier¬ 
archies at large were created 
so that some people could 
exploit others, and that there 
is actually no biological basis 
for race (a basic fact, and part 
of why Rachel Dolezal was so 
fascinating). 

I spend my days flitting 
about from article to article, 
one thin idea to the next. I 
often feel parched for depth, 
but can hardly seem to finish a 
book these days. I often think 
it's my fault. 

But I read Coates' book in a 
weekend. 

It's engrossing, beautiful 
and painful. Not very long, 
anything but thin.

When was the last time you 
were freaked out by a Holly¬ 
wood movie? 

1 can admit that It Follows 
and Unfriended raised a few 
goosebumps and I recall a 
Saturday matinee screening 
of Paranormal Activity that 
was the first and only time 
1 have ever heard anyone ac¬ 
tually scream in a theatre. 1 
don’t mean a quiet whimper 
followed by an embarrassed 
laugh or a frightened little 
squeal. 1 mean a fall-on, open- 
throated howl of terror. 

But these days it seems to 
me those moments are be¬ 
coming fewer and further be¬ 
tween. Zombies have gone 
mainstream, vampires now 
sparkle in the sun and were¬ 
wolves have hipster hairdos. 

1 find the news more upset¬ 
ting than most mainstream 
monster movies. 

A recent re-watch of In Cold 
Blood gave me a jolt unlike 
any recent traditional gore 
fest. 

It’s not a horror film in 
the conventional sense, but 
because it’s a true story of a 
senseless murder, it sent shiv¬ 
ers down my spine. 


A new film this weekend, 
the haunted home-movie tale 
Sinister 2, can only be called 
a horror movie because it is 
so poorly made. It is terrify¬ 
ingly badly made but there is 
nothing that will actually give 
you nightmares, and isn’t that 
the whole point? 

George Mihalka, director 
of My Bloody Valentine — a 
movie Quentin Tarantino calls 
his all-time favourite slasher 
film — agrees that conven¬ 
tional horror is in a rut. 

“As long as mainstream hor¬ 
ror focuses on glossy monsters 
and the perfectly backlit vil¬ 
lain and stylish gore shots that 
could pass for TV commercial 
beauty shots where blood and 
victims are interchangeable 
with beer and models, there is 
nothing left to fear,” he says. 

“An honest well-developed 
character is the reflective mir¬ 
ror that conveys the reality of 
the monster, villain, serial Icill- 
er, ghost, zombie or vampire. 
If there is no truth or reality 
in the performance we cannot 
truly believe in the menace. 
We are left as numb, detached 
voyeurs of slick boogeymen 
or at best rooting for them to 
kill off the annoying bad act¬ 
ing of interchangeable pretty 
plastic people.” 

Horror hero and Rue 
Morgue editor-in-chief Dave 
Alexander agrees that much 
Hollywood horror errs on the 
safe side, but says there are 
still thrills to be had at the 
movies. 

“Foreign and indie horror 
movies — those titles that 
play genre festivals — are the 
most exciting and innovative

because they’re not as bound 
by the Hollywood business 
model that favours remakes, 
sequels and chasing trends. 

That said, there are still 
chills to be had at the multi¬ 
plex when a breakout title 
with an original concept 
comes along — one of the 
best recent examples being 
It Follows.” 

Chris Alexander, editor-in- 
chief of legendary N.Y.C.-based 
horror and dark fantasy film 
culture magazine Fangoria 
says “real horror has always 


thrived in the mainstream 
and elsewhere. Always will.” 

“Throughout horror hist¬ 
ory, there have always been 
Tite’ versions of more palp¬ 
able big-screen terrors. From 
the various monster comedies 
of the 1940s (how many times 
did Bela run afoul of Bowery 
Boys and Brooklyn Gorillas?) 
to Abbott and Costello romps 
to The Munsters. And Dark 
Shadows was a vampire soap 
opera that romanticized vam¬ 
pires for lonely housewives.

Jane Levy has a diverse resume 
that includes the cable hit 
Shameless (where she dies in 
a most fiery way), the sitcom 
Suburgatory and the 2013 re¬ 
make of Evil Dead. But her 
new film, Bang Bang Baby 
takes her back to where she 
began: singing and dancing. 

“I did musical theatre, most¬ 
ly because it was the only the¬ 
atre available, not to say any¬ 
thing negative about that, 
but I wanted to be an actor. 
I loved drama and that was 
the way to do it so I was in 
all the plays. I was in Annie. 
I was in Oklahoma. I was in 
Annie Get Your Gun and The 
Wizard of Oz,” When she was 
seven years old the Galifornia 
native recalls about her seven 


-year-old self. 

She warbled her way 
through Broadway-style shows 
until she was about thirteen 
when she traded the stage for 
the soccer field. It took a few 
years but eventually she felt 


a familiar draw. 

“I was eighteen and I just 
finished my first year of col¬ 
lege and I hated school,” she 
says. “I was miserable the 
whole year and I couldn’t 
quite figure out why. 


“I was in Europe with my 
friend and I said, ‘You know 
what? I’m not going to do it 
anymore. I’m not going to 
school. Why not pursue the 
thing that I know has always 
been, deep down, my dream?”’ 


She’s back to basics in 
Bang Bang Baby, a strange 
new big screen sci-fi music¬ 
al that gives her the chance 
to strut her stuff. In it, she 
plays Stepphy, a 1960s teen¬ 
ager whose dreams of rock ’n’

roll stardom are dashed when 
a chemical leak in her town 
causes mass mutations and 
“threatens to turn her dream 
into a nightmare.” 

When she first saw the 
script she says, “I thought, 
how cool and how strange. 
I thought it would be a chal¬ 
lenge to explore singing and 
dancing which is something 
I had done as a kid but not 
since. And I also thought how 
unusual, how peculiar, how 
fun.” 

Levy has a whole slate of 
films on the way, including 
the much-anticipated animat¬ 
ed movie Monster Trucks, but 
the best part of it all, she says, 
is that she is able to act in a 
variety of projects. 

“For me, I feel like this is 
the thing I have to do. This is 
the thing I enjoy the most and 
this is the thing I’m best at.”

“Hot one out there today,” Sam 
Elhott says in that voice — that 
bass-y growl softened by his Ore 
gonian twang. He’s exactly what 
you’d expect from his movies, 
only not so laconic. He’s talkative 
and not afraid to bridge certain 
subjects — say, the topic of abor¬ 
tion, which foels his new film. 

In Grandma, lily Tomlin plays 
a poet trying to procure a safe 
procedure for her granddaughter 
(Julia Gamer). Elliott plays one of 
Tomlin’s old flames, still hurting 
that she left him decades before 
for a woman. 

Few films deal with aging in a 
serious way. This and I’ll See 
You in My Dreams, with you 
and Blythe Danner, are exeep- 
tions. 

People would ask (Brett Haley 
director of I’ll See You On My 
Dreams) what kinds of films 
he wants to make. And he 
always basically said he wants 
to make films about real hfe. 
That’s what I think this thing 
is too. 

It’s an honest portrayal of 
somebody that’s experienced 
love and loss and is moving 
on in spite of it all — until the 
granddaughter comes knock¬ 
ing on the door.

I imagine parts of America 
that won’t take to a film that, 
in its first five minutes, of¬ 
fers a lesbian character with 
a younger girUriend trying to 
help her granddaughter get 
an abortion. 

I’m anxious to see how often 
that’s going to come up. It’s 
such a polarizing subject. Paul 
(Weitz, Grandma’s director), 
he’s not bitin’. He’s not bitin’ 
when someone brings it up. 
Because it’s not really what 
the movie’s about. 

This would have probably 
been a studio film at some 
point, but the market’s 
changed. 

I’ve certainly noticed that. 


But there’s such a market for 
good independent films. Those 
types of filmmakers have to go 
elsewhere to tell their stories. 
If the big studios aren’t going 
to do it, they can do it on their 
own. You can’t keep a good 
fihn dovm. 

I’ll See You In My Dreams 
quietly made a few milhon 
dollars in theaters, even 
when it was on VOD. So 
there’s an audience. 

There’s always an audience — 
an audience that’s ciying for 
intelhgent, entertaining stuff. 
If I can go to a theater and be 
entertained, and I can cry and 
laugh at the same movie, then 
what the f—, man? That is the 
ultimate. And you can maybe 
be enhghtened or educated. 

It’s like this whole abortion 
issue. Maybe you walk away 
from it saying, “Well, they 
didn’t really deal with the pros 
and cons of it.” But there is a 
moment where Lily looks at 
her granddaughter and says, 
“You’re going to think about 
this eveiy day of your life.” 

Somebody says that to you, 
you know that it’s something 
worth considering. It’s a veiy 
difficult decision. I come on 
the side that the government’s 
got no business telling women 
what to do with their physical- 
ity. I’m very much pro-choice.

Designers Charles and Ray 
Eames were a couple who 
creatively collaborated with 
great success. In film, how¬ 
ever, similar collaborations 
don’t always have Hollywood 
endings: Vincente Minnelh 
directed Judy Garland; Woody 
Allen directed Mia Farrow; 
Guy Ritchie directed Ma¬ 
donna; and Noah Baumbach 
directed Jennifer Jason Leigh 
in Margot at the Wedding. 

Baumbach separated 
from Leigh, his partner of 
nine years, in 2010 after he 
directed Greenberg, which 
co-starred Ben Stiller and 
Greta Gerwig, with whom he 
is now in a relationship. 


A few years later, Baum¬ 
bach and Gerwig co-wrote 
Francis Ha, which he directed 
and she starred in — a col¬ 
laboration they’ve repeated 
with Mistress America, which 
opens Aug. 21, in Toronto 
and in other Canadian cities 
a week later. 

Tracey (Lola Kirke) is a 
lonely college freshman. Her 
soon-to-be stepsister Brooke 
(Gerwig) enters the Manhat¬ 
tan-based picture and shakes 
things up with her spirited, 
yet peculiar, brand of adven¬ 
ture. 

After the film premiered at 
Sundance, Variety said it was 
“one of Baumbach’s warmest 
and purely funniest films,” 
which may be on account 
of Gerwig. Her performance 
“confirms (her) as one of the 
great, fearless screen com¬ 
ediennes of her generation,” 
they wrote, “a tall, loose-

limbed whirligig who careers 
through scenes with the 
beatific ditziness of a Carole 
Lombard or Judy Holliday.” 

And through life, too. I 
met Gerwig when she was in 
Toronto promoting Damsels 
in Distress during the 2011 
Toronto International Film 
Festival. Hotel room junkets 
must have been relatively 
new and nerve-racking for 


the actress — as they were 
for me. In fact, Gerwig’s jun¬ 
ket was my first. 

I don’t remember details 
of the interview, other than 
that she was reading a novel 
when I entered the room.

SriPraPhai in Queens, Mur¬ 
ray’s Bagels on 6th Ave and, 
of course, the Burger Joint 
hidden inside the Parker 
Meridien. “But what about 
Museum Mile?” I asked her. 
Where does one economic¬ 
ally refuel on the Upper East 
Side after hours of looking 
at art? 

Gerwig told me about Soup 
Burg, a diner at East 77th 
Street and Lexington, which 
for the next three years be¬ 
came my club sandwich-with- 
ffies pit stop after gazing at 
Greek art and Gauguins. 

The last time I went to 
grab a post-museum lunch in 
2014, Soup Burg had uncere¬ 
moniously closed its doors. It 
was a collaboration, of sorts, 
that I wish hadn’t ended.

JLaw tops big bucks list 

Forbes Magazine has re¬ 
leased its annual list of the 
50 highest-paid actresses, 
with Hunger Games star 
Jennifer Lawrence topping 
the list.

Baumbach on writing 
strong roles for women

Collaborating worked out on 
Frances Ha, so writer-director 
Noah Baumbach and writer-actor 
Greta Gerwig—also a couple in 
real life — decided to do it again. 

The result is Mistress Amer¬ 
ica, a shape-shifting look at the 
friendship between Gerwig’s 
flighty New York gal and an im¬ 
pressionable freshman played by 
Lola Kirke (Mozart in the Jungle). 
They even made the second half 
a lengthy screwball comedy set 
piece — a sequence that was 
tricky for both the actors as well 
as Baumbach. At least it gave 
him the chance to again put a 
favourite, possibly now cool pop 
star on his soundtrack. 

While We’re Young and Mis¬ 
tress Ameriea eoneem young 
people who run into trouble 
when it eomes to using real 
people for their art. 

Those are similarities I’ve 
become more aware of doing 
interviews than I was when I 
made them. I didn’t think of 
that, actually, but I rmderstand 
the similarities. Both of them 
are about idolatiy and what 


you put on a person, what you 
make them out to be, even 
if that isn’t necessarily what 
they are. 

It’s also interesting to see a 
film about a woman idolizing 
another woman. It’s usually 
the man idealizing a woman. 

On Frances we had explored 
a friendship between women 
that had no reliance on a male. 
Frances is about figuring stuff 
out, but it had nothing to do 
with failing in love. That was 
something that at the time we 
were less aware of until we 
finished the script. Like, “Oh, 
that’s cool, it’s not about a guy 
helping her figure it out. It’s 
about figuring it out on your 
own, with other women.” 

In this we wanted to keep 
going that way and exploring 
a central female relationship. 

I think there is something 
about friendships between the 
same sex, particularly with a 
young girl, when you’re look¬ 
ing up to someone you think 
you want to be. 

How much do you thinli it 
helps having a female co¬ 
writer when it comes to writ¬ 
ing female characters.^

Before she scored the Twihght 
gig, Kristen Stewart was simply 
a young actress. She was a child 
performer, just like Jodie Foster, 
who played the mother of her 
tomboyish teen in Panic Room. 
Among her first wave of raves 
was for a small but key role in 
Into the Wild — a turn that ac¬ 
claimed French filmmaker Olivi¬ 
er Assayas (Carlos) said made him 
want to work with her. Assayas 
would belatedly cast Stewart in 
Clouds of Sils Maria, which net¬ 
ted her a Cesar — the French 
equivalent of the Oscar — for 
best supporting actress earlier 
this year. She was the first Amer¬ 
ican to get the trophy. 

Around the time of Into the 
Wild’s release in fall of 2007, 
Stewart landed the coveted role 


of Bella Swan in Twihght. After 
that her life was never the same, 
and not exactly for good. Her 
existence became a non-stop 
surveiUance hellsuck, her eveiy 
move documented, her dazed 
talk show appearances obses¬ 
sively scrutinized, her sex hfe 
sahvated upon by every publi¬ 
cation. Most one-on-one inter¬ 
views dweU on her fumbling but 
usually failed attempts to seem 
invisible as she waUcs among us. 

What’s worse, her brand 
seemed to suffer. Critics and 
non-Twi-hard audiences quickly 
turned to poimcing on Stewart. 
She still did indies and artier 
fare, but she was now The Girl 
from Those Movies — a starlet 
with unkempt hair and a per¬ 
petually open mouth trying in 
vain to score some cred. Right 
now it’s surprising that Stewart 
— it should be said deservedly 
—won a fancy European acting 
award, and for a movie that’s 
80 per cent her onscreen with 
no less than Juliette Binoche. 
But it shouldn’t be surpris¬ 
ing. Stewart has always been 
a unique screen presence — a 
thespian of great subtlety who

of Sils Maria, in which she plays 
the weary but loyal personal 
assistant to a frenzied actress 
played by Jufiette Binoche, she 
still speaks her lines in a dis¬ 
affected drawl. But especially 
when paired with Binoche, with 


whom she clicks like they were 
an old married couple, one can 
sense the intention of each line 
— the way she’s in complete 
control of the way words come 
out of her mouth. 

Stewart’s Sils Maria turn is, 
in effect, “the Kristen Stewart 
performance” — roughly the 
same remote, alto-heavy ap¬ 
proach seen in Into the Wild 
and Adventureland, plus other 
indies like Welcome to the Ril¬ 
eys (in which she’s a prostitute 
to James Gandolfini), The Yellow 
Handkerchief (a road trip saga 
with her, William Hurt and Ed¬ 
die Redmayne), The Runaways 
(doing a mean Joan Jett) and On 
the Road. 

This week sees the release 
of American Ultra, which is a 
Stoner action-comedy sort of in 
the vein of Pineapple Express. 
Jesse Eisenberg plays a sleeper 
agent-tumed-bumer who doesn’t 
remember he has Jason Bourne 
moves until they’re awoken. 
Stewart plays his equally tok- 
ing girlfriend who helps him 
as they escape, and in his case 
often brutally kill, government 
agents wanting him dead. 

She does a lot with veiy little. 
She’s not particularly funny, 
nor is she asked to be. She’s the 
film’s rock — the power that 
gives it more weight than it per¬ 
haps deserves. This shouldn’t be 
surprising, and it shouldn’t be 
think piece-worthy. After aU, she 
has a Cesar. 


SUPPORTING ROLE 

Playing awkward characters is the 
‘funnest thing ever’ for Tony Hale 


No, Tony Hale is nothing like 
his most famous characters — 
not Buster Bluth on Arrested 
Development not boyish “body 
man” Gaiy Walsh on Veep, and 
not Petey Douglas, a CIA agent 
hanging in the action-comedy 
American Ultra. He’s as friendly 
and chatty as he is awkward on¬ 
screen. He has a small but key 
role in American Ultra, hanging 
back at the Pentagon and unwit¬ 
tingly put in command of a drone 
operation that may harm hero 
Jesse Eisenberg—a sleeper agent- 
tumed-stoner who only realizes 
he has Jason Bourne moves when 
he’s “awoken.” 

American Ultra is another case 
where you’re playing someone 
oblivious to how socially awk¬ 
ward he is. 

1 like nothing more than to play 
off awkward energy. Playing awk¬ 
ward is the funnest thing ever 
— awkward tension, awkward 
silences. I’m crazy about that 
stuff. My wife laughs at me, 
though, because 1 can’t watch 
it. If there’s something awkward 
on television, 1 have to leave the 
room. It makes me so uncom¬ 
fortable. 1 just stop breathing. 


But playing it, 1 love it. 1 love to 
play it and 1 love to live in that 
world. But 1 can’t watch it. 

You’ve said you have an easy 
“in” for Gary on Veep: you stoop 
over as you’re talking to people 
shorter than you. Do you have 
one for other characters.^ 
When 1 first started [Arrested De¬ 
velopment] 1 remember asking 
Mitchell Hurwitz what Buster 
wanted in fife — a veiy kind of 
actor question to ask. He said all 
Buster ever wanted was safety. 
1 always used that. If there was 
any lack of safety he would spiral. 
But if he was around his mother 
that was the most safe place. He 
would get silly and crazy. He 
said he bleed being away from 
his mother, that he wanted free¬ 
dom. But especially in the fourth 
season he would spiral into a 
psychotic phase. 

Your American Ultra charac¬ 
ter does that too, but he has a 
perhaps more understandable 
reasonfor it: he’s suddenly been 
tasked with committing drone 
strilces. 

He’s in over his head. For me 
that’s what it would be like to

all of a sudden be placed at the 
center of the Pentagon. He’s 
just a guy who works in a cu¬ 
bicle. He’s totally overwhelmed. 
Maybe there’s an “overwhelmed” 
through-line in my work. 1 don’t 
know what that says about me. 
1 remember when Buster in the 
fourth season of Arrested, he was 
playing these video games, then 
he found out he was dropping 
real bombs and all this awful 
stuff.

Stewart was out of town most 
of last winter shooting Blunt 
Talk, a Starz comedy produced 
by Seth MacFarlane and writ¬ 
ten by Jonathan Ames (Bored 
to Death) in which he plays a 
carousing political news anchor 
of the Piers Morgan variety, only 
more prone to getting stoned 
before driving a car. 

The opening of the first epi¬ 
sode involves your eharae- 
ter, Walter Blunt, pieldng up 
a transgender prostitute. But 
it’s not what you might expeet 
from a eomedy from lo years 
ago, or five years ago, or even 
last week. She’s treated with 
respeet and their time together 
is tender, not a dumb joke. 

It’s due to Jonathan (Ames)’ 
own experiences and his sensi¬ 
tivity. We were both a little 
nervous about that scene and 
how it might appear. We didn’t 
want to make easy jokes at the 
expense of someone who’s had 
veiy intense, not to say painful 
and troubling, experiences. But 
the next thing was the casting

of Trace Lysette in the role, who 
gives such a beautiful perform¬ 
ance of great subtlety and hon¬ 
esty and openness. The scene 
becomes sweet, almost senti¬ 
mental where it could have 
been broad and coarse and of¬ 
fensive. I don’t think it is. 

In the first four episodes it’s 
not so mueh a politieal show 
as it is about eharaeters. 

I hope in time it will be seen 
to be both. We spent a lot of 
time — Jonathan, rather, did 
— building all the characters, 
giving them substance. I would 


like to see it get more political 
— because I am, and have been 
all my hfe. I’d like to start bang¬ 
ing the desk a little bit in a Jon 
Stewart manner. I’ve been prac¬ 
ticing my Jon Stewart gestures 
for when that moment comes. 

It’s not clear in the first 
few episodes where his pol¬ 
itical affiliations lie. He’s an 
egomaniac straight-shooter, 
which tends, albeit not exclu¬ 
sively, to be qualities of TV 
pundits on the right. 

Oh, I think he’s a leftie. He is 
not extreme left. This will come 


up more in future episodes, but 
he had an epiphany. He was a 
solider in the Falklands cam¬ 
paign, in the Royal marines. 
Walter was so dismayed by that 
experience, by the lies that were 
told, by the manipulation of a 
ghastly situation by politicians 
for their own ends. Margaret 
Thatcher got re-elected because 
of the Falklands War. Wars are 
great for getting re-elected, so 
long as you win them. Lose 
them and you’re in trouble. I 
hope to be able to bend Walter 
a little bit more in my direction 
as time goes by.

U.S. network television has been 
criticized for years for its lack 
of racial diversity, especially in 
prime-time comedies.

Set in the mid-’90s, the lat¬ 
ter follows a Taiwanese family 
who move from Washington to 
Orlando, Fla., where they open 
a cowboy-themed restaurant. 


Father Louis (played by Randall 
Park), embraces everything to do 
with the American Dream. Mom 
Jessica (Constance Wu) struggles 
to hold on to her Asian roots. 

The series is told from the 
perspective of Eddie (Hudson 
Yang), the oldest of the family’s 
three children and a big fan of 
hip hop and basketball. The real 
Eddie Huang, a 33-year-old chef 
and food personality, created 
the series and narrates as his 


grown-up self 

Fresh off the Boat returns for 
a second season Sept. 22 on ABC. 
In Canada, it’s one of the most 
popular ofierings this summer 
on the streaming service Shomi. 

The series is the first Amer¬ 
ican television sitcom starring 
an Asian-American family in 21 
years. Comedian Margaret Cho 
headhned the last such sitcom 
— All-American Girl — which 
aired in 1994. For me, it’s a tri¬ 


umph even though it’s not my 
television show, Cho said last 
month in Montreal during the 
annual Just for Laughs comedy 
festival. Park figures there are 
many reasons. 

“There’s long been a percep¬ 
tion that people aren’t ready for 
something like this,” he said. “The 
TV landscape has changed.... It 
makes business sense to teU stor¬ 
ies that are a little different now.”

Flaky and unfocused? It’s all just an act

Greta Gerwig is sitting in a Green¬ 
wich Village cafe trying to ex¬ 
plain how she goes from being 
frilly enmeshed in creating a 
fihn — co-writing it, producing 
it — to stepping into the story 
and inhabiting a character. 

“My job is to almost get a bit 
unconscious about the whole 
thing,” says Gerwig. “It’s an odd 
paradox of completely knowing 
what you’re doing — the lan¬ 
guage is in you, it makes sense 
— and also feeling like you’re 
riding something but you don’t 
have control of the speed.” 

She pauses. “1 keep thinking 
of a jet ski. 1 don’t know why.” 

Mistress America, which opens 
Aug. 28, is the second fihn Ger¬ 
wig has co-written with director 
Noah Baumbach, who is also 
her boyfriend of several years. 
Together with Frances Ha, the 
two movies have estabfished a 
wider view of Gerwig, already 
seen as among the most authen¬ 
tic actors of her generation. 


Mistress, an ’80s-movie in¬ 
spired farce, and Frances, a 
French New Wave-inspired tale 
of 20-something struggle, prove 
that Gerwig is as defiberate as 
she is intuitive. Though her sin¬ 


cere, confused characters have 
the messy blurred lines of life, 
that doesn’t mean they aren’t 
finely drawn. 

“She’s broadening the scope 
of what she’s doing,” says Baum¬ 


bach, who first cast her alongside 
Ben StiUer in Greenberg before 
the two became closer while 
making Frances Ha. “She’s a real 
voice. It wouldn’t be wrong to say 
she has an authorial voice before 


she’s actually directed a movie.”

FEAR THE WALKING DEAD 

Actress feared 
being in show 
about the 
undead 

It took several pitches to get 
veteran actress Kim Dickens to 
consider auditioning for Fear 
the Walking Dead, the L.A.-set 
prequel to The Walking Dead. 

The Deadwood and Sons of 
Anarchy star says showrunner 
Dave Erickson and director 
Adam Davidson had to cajole 
her into considering the pro¬ 
ject, and once she examined 
the script she was seduced by 
“the greatest character ever.” 

“My instinct was at first, like, 
T don’t know, I don’t think I’m 
right for that one, that geme,”’ 
Dickens says in a recent phone 
interview from Los Angeles. “I 
felt the same way about (watch¬ 
ing) Game of Thrones — ‘Oh, 
fantasy is not really my genre’ 

— but I love it so much. You 
just get drawn in by these well- 
drawn characters that are so 
great. It’s definitely the appeal 
of The Walking Dead, too, the 
combination of the genre with 
the wonderful writing.” 

Dickens plays Madison, a 
widowed mother to two teens 

— one of them a junkie who 
can barely survive adolescence, 
let alone a mysterious viral epi¬ 
demic that seems to turn suf¬ 
ferers into snarling cannibals. 

Cliff Curtis co-stars as Madi¬ 
son’s boyfriend Travis, a di¬ 
vorced father whose teenage 
son is reluctant to join his new 
blended family. 

In charting the origins of 
The Walking Dead’s apocalyp¬ 
tic onslaught, Erickson says he 
was keen on crafting a family 
drama — albeit with zombies 

— that a broad audience could

sink their teeth into. 

“There was something inter¬ 
esting to me about a dysfunc¬ 
tional blended family that’s 
trying to come together and 
faihng to do so,” Erickson says 
by phone, also calling from L.A. 
“And then the great irony of 
the show is the only way they 
come together is through the 
apocalypse.” 

Despite shared DNA with 
the Georgia-set The Walking 
Dead, this is a different show, 
with “a different kind of ten¬ 
sion,” he continues. “Tonally, 
we wanted to play the shark 
you don’t see — we wanted to 


play the anticipation and the 
paranoia that goes along (with) 
living ... in a major city,” says 
Erickson. 

“The thing I love about the 
pilot is everytime we go to a 
wide shot and we look at the 
crowded freeways and houses 
stacked on the hills, I think the 
audience is watching this know¬ 


ing full well that pretty soon 
all those people are going to be 
dead. It’s quite macabre but it 
carries a certain weight and I 
think it adds to the urgency.” 

Season 1 starts at around 
the time Rick Grimes in The 
Walking Dead was shot and 
put into a five-week coma, says 
Erickson. 


He says it won’t feature any 
plot or character crossovers 
and fans shouldn’t expect clues 
about what started the disaster 
in the first place. 

Erickson says co-creator Rob¬ 
ert Kirkman insisted the tale 
refrain from veering towards 
patient zero, or talk of pos¬ 
sible cures. 

“It’s not about: How do we 
fix it? It’s about: How do we 
live with it? How do we come 
to understand it and then how 
do we explore our own charac¬ 
ter and how do we not become 
the monsters ourselves?”

I cer¬ 
tainly started developing a love 
of cooking in the Scouts, and 
the kind of httle travel pots and 
pans and things they make for 
Scouts, I was reaUy addicted to 
that stuff, I kept mine in perfect 
order ... The nice thing about 
cooking outdoors on scouting 
trips is there wasn’t a mom yell¬ 
ing at you about messing up the 
kitchen!”

FM RADIO 

How smartphones could revive FM radio 



Your smartphone contains four 
radio devices. The first deals 
with cellular data; the second 
allows you to connect to Wi-Fi; 
the third handles Bluetooth; 
and the fourth lets you listen 
to FM radio. 

Wait. What? 

That’s right. Many milhons 
of smartphones — including 
virtually every iPhone and all 
of Samsung’s Galaxy phones 


— come with an FM chip in¬ 
stalled at the factory. It’s just 
that most manufacturers have 
never turned the chip on. But 
that’s starting to change. 

AT&T recently annormced that 
they’re going to join Sprint in 
firing up the chips in Android 
phones on their networks as part 
of a deal with NextRadio, an in¬ 
itiative being pushed with great 
gusto by Emmis, the second-lar¬ 
gest radio broadcast group in the 
U.S. Before you write this off as 
a mere FM tuner in your phone 
like you may have seen in older 
MP3 players (Microsoft’s Zune 
had one of these), SmartRadio 


is much different. And it’s also 
different from the kinds of apps 
you might have downloaded for 
your favourite radio stations. 

This app combines over-the- 
air FM broadcasts with an Inter¬ 
net connection to create a veiy 
interactive listening experience. 
Users can view artist details, 
album art, information about 
songs, share favourite songs on 
Facebook and Twitter and inter¬ 
act with the station itself And 
it looks fantastic. 

The best part? You can hsten 
to this programming without 
blowing through yom data caps. 
After all, you’re not listening 


to an Internet stream. Only the 
interface consumes data — and 
it sips rather than gorges. Plus 
batteiy hfe is extended. 

This, of comse, is why a lot of 
telcos aren’t keen on activating 
the FM chip. If people can listen 
to music for free, subscribers 
won’t use as much data and, of 
comse, no one wants to jeopard¬ 
ize a revenue stream. 

But broadcaster groups will 
not let up in their lobbying. The 
industry desperately wants the 
FM chip activated so that old- 
school radio will be in a device 
that’s been robbing it of hsten- 
ers.

China: Through the Looking Giass best-attended show at Met's Costume Institute 



Las Vegas lures visitors from around the world with its bright 
lights, gambling and flamboyant shows. But even the most 
die-hard revellers can get worn out from the never-ending 
party on The Strip. Two of the top destinations for Vegas 
visitors who need a break are just 30 minutes to the southeast 
at the Arizona-Nevada state line: Hoover Dam and Lake Mead.

O Hoover Dam 

Built between 1931-36, Hoover Dam is an archi¬ 
tectural marvel, considered one of America's 
seven modern civil engineering wonders. 

The dam spans 379 metres across Black 
Canyon and rises 221 metres from the Colorado 
River. 

But like the Grand Canyon or Niagara Falls, 
Hoover Dam is a sight — albeit man-made — 
where descriptions or pictures don't do it jus¬ 
tice; it's something that has to be seen to truly 
appreciated. 

The view from the road is unimpressive, but 
once you look over the edge to the sliver of riv¬ 
er below, expect your breath to be taken away. 
The view from the O'Callaghan-Tillman Memor¬ 
ial Bridge above the dam — accessed from a 
parking lot on the road to Hoover Dam — also is 
spectacular and looking back toward the deep 
blue water of Lake Mead isn't bad, either. 

The visitor centre offers interesting details 
about the dam's history, but to get a true appre¬ 
ciation, take the tour to see the inner workings. 

A quick warning: The large elevator can be 
crowded and there are warnings about claus¬ 
trophobia. The trip is short, though, and the 
friendly guides tend to ease the tension during 
the 161-metre ride down. 

The 30-minute guided power plant tour in¬ 
cludes viewing the nine-metre penstock pipes, 
which control the flow of water, along with 
massive generators and access to the visitor 
centre. The hour-long dam tour has the same 
elements, but visitors also get to explore the 
various tunnels throughout the dam and peer 
out the air vents facing the downstream face.

OLalceMead 

At full capacity. Lake Mead is the largest res¬ 
ervoir in the United States. It hasn't been at 
capacity in decades, though, with water lev¬ 
els dropping more than 60 per cent due to 
drought conditions in the Southwest. 

Even with low levels. Lake Mead is still one 
of the largest man-made lakes in the country 
— and there's plenty to do. During the sum¬ 
mer, the main attraction is the water: boat¬ 
ing, water skiing, jet skiing, swimming, fishing, 
house boating. 

A warning here, too: This is the desert, so it 
gets very hot during the summer. Park rangers 
urge people not to hike after 8 a.m. and to 
bring along plenty of drinking water. 

The lake has nine developed areas, though 
the boat ramps at Las Vegas Bay, Government 
Wash and Overton Beach are closed due to 
low water levels. Las Vegas Boat Harbor, Call- 
ville Bay Resort and Temple Bar Resort & Mar¬ 
ina have boat rentals, stores and restaurants. 

The park has nine wilderness areas and 
numerous campgrounds dotting the shoreline, 
including some that back right up to the water. 

Though most of the nearly seven million 
visitors to Lake Mead come during the sum¬ 
mer, other times of year offer activities like hik¬ 
ing, biking, off-roading, camping and fishing. 

The low water levels have revealed new 
beaches and coves, along with a few new 
sights, including the ruins of St. Thomas, an 
Old West town that previously had been sub¬ 
merged. Divers also can see the remnants of a 
B-29 Superfortress that crashed into the lake 
in 1948.

The Edmonton Eskimos have 
leaned heavily on their CFL- 
leading defence this season, 
but they may not have that 
luxuiy against the high-flying 
Hamilton Tiger-Cats. 

Hamilton not only brings the 
league’s highest-scoring offence 
to Commonwealth Stadium on 
Friday, but the 
Ticats also have 
a defence that 
comes close to 
Edmonton’s in 
most categories. 

That means 
the Eskimos 
might need a 
big game from 
a middle-of-the- 
pack offence 
missing start¬ 
ing quarterback 
Mike Reilly and No. 1 running 
back John White. 

Backup Matt Nichols said 
Thursday that one of the keys 
for the offence is to get yards 
on first down and improve on 
the Eskimos’ second-down con¬ 
version rate of 42.7 per cent. 


second worst in the CFL. 

“The main thing is they have 
great team speed on defence so 
they don’t let you catch and 
run for a lot of yards so you 
have to sustain drives,” said 
Nichols, who ranks last in pass¬ 
ing among the league’s starting 
quarterbacks with a 61.1 com¬ 
pletion rate and 1,350 yards. 
In his last two games he has 
thrown four interceptions and 
only two touchdowns. 

“For us it’s converting on 
second and medium and on 
first downs making sure we 
get ourselves in second and 
manageable positions.

With Nichols

offence to post a 5-2 record, 
tied for top spot with Calgary 
in the West Division. 

While the Eskimos offence 
ranks fourth in overall yard¬ 
age, sixth in passing and third 
in rushing, veteran receiver 


Adarius Bowman, back in the 
lineup after missing last week’s 
15-13 win in Montreal, figures 
the offence is still ahead of last 
year when the team was run¬ 
ning at a 7-1 clip. 

“Last year it took us to about 
week 11 before we figured out 
our offence,” said Bowman who 
missed last week with a hip 
injuiy. “In terms of the know¬ 


ledge and concepts we put in 
we are ahead. Guys are still 
switching positions and things 
and everybody has to learn ... 
but in terms of the information 
we’re way ahead of last year.” 

The game, which head coach 
Chris Jones said will be a good 
measuring stick for his team, is 
Edmonton’s first of five straight 
against teams that currently all 


have 5-2 records — Hamilton, 
Toronto, Calgary back-to-back 
and Hamilton again. 

The Ticats are coming off 
a 52-22 thrashing of B.C. last 
week at Tim Hortons Field, 
where they have never lost. 
Hamilton is on a four-game 
winning streak, but is vulner¬ 
able on the road at 2-2.

Third baseman 
has led Jays 
into playoff 
eontention 

Among the favoured expres¬ 
sions of Blue Jays’ outfielder 
Jose Bautista is a kind of prac¬ 
tised incredulity. Suggest, for 
instance, that Mike Trout is 
the consensus frontrunner for 
American League MVP and you 
will be met with a sharp, quiz¬ 
zical glare. 

“What?” he shot back at on 
Wednesday. “Says who?” 

The notion that Trout, the 
Angels’ 24-year-old centre-field¬ 
er, is the favourite to win his 
second MVP in as many years 
is a foreign one to Bautista. “1 
don’t know where 
you’re making that 
assertion from,” 
he said. “I would 
be surprised if he 
was.” 

It’s no surprise 
whom Bautista be¬ 
lieves is most de¬ 
serving of the title. 

“Josh Donald¬ 
son,” he said. “No 
doubt. Who else?” 

For Bautista, 
not only is his teammate the 
frontrunner, he’s the only one 
in the race. 

“If the season ended today, 
he should be the MVP. There’s 
no doubt in my mind. There 
shouldn’t be a doubt in any¬ 
body’s mind, no offence to any 
other player.” 

With the Blue Jays opening 
a three-game series against the 
Angels this weekend, the MVP 
debate will be in the spotlight 
as Donaldson and Trout face 
off for the first time since May. 

With all due respect to Bau¬ 
tista, it is a true, two-horse 
race. Donaldson and Trout have 
33 home runs apiece and they 


are both hitting just a shade 
under .300. Trout has a higher 
on-base and slugging percent¬ 
age, but Donaldson has scored 
and driven in more runs. Ac¬ 
cording to various metrics, 
Donaldson has been the better 
defensive player this season, 
while Trout adds more value 
on the basepaths and plays a 
tougher position. 

“We could talk about Trout 
until we’re blue in the face,” 
said Jays centre-fielder Kevin 
Pillar. “We all know he’s the 
best player in the world. What 
he does is incredible for how 
young he is and how talented 
he is. But you look at the big¬ 
ger picture of what Josh has 
meant to this team and where 
this franchise is at for the first 
time in a long period of time, 
you’ve got to take that into 
consideration.” 

Do you? That’s 
at the heart of the 
debate. What does 
“most valuable” 
mean? If the Jays 
win their division 
and the Angels 
don’t, is Donald¬ 
son more deserv¬ 
ing? No definition 
is given to the 30 
baseball writers 
— two from each 
American League 
city — who vote on the award. 
For some, it’s strictly a matter 
of individual achievement. It 
should be given to the league’s 
most outstanding player, per¬ 
iod, regardless of team per¬ 
formance. For others, a player’s 
value is relative to his team. 

“What defines an MVP? I 
guess it’s if you take that guy 
out of the team it changes the 
complexion of the team,” said 
Jays catcher Russell Martin. 
“Who has the biggest impact 
on their team? It’s always go¬ 
ing to be debatable. It’s kind of 
hard to compare an outfielder 
to a third baseman.”
